A brief attempt to perceive 
the building in the future provided Source with fleeting 
impressions of a modern multi --stony building. At that time in' the 
future, internally there is an anbfeeptic feel, "a very sterile 
feel", about the interior. No further perceptions about the 
functions or purpose of this building could be perceived during 
this third and final session included in this report.

4 « < S/NF/SK) OPS FEEDBACKS Although there is much evidence, 

according to the Operations Officer, that Source did successfully 
acquire the general site, there is as much evidence that She failed 
to locate and report on the actual intelligence question. All 
efforts possible were made to direct and lead Source to that 
question within the bounds of acceptable EEV protocols however, the 
overall results of these three? sessions were, in the impression of 
the interviewer , quite unimpressive. Much of the information was 
so general or amhi guous in nature that it could have been just as 
aptly applied to Ft. Meade as it could to a Moscow slum. Perhaps 
future sessions pertaining to this target will provide more
